ENCOURAGE your young b ab y to 
climb as soon as he wants to! 
Now this might seem rather danger­ 
ous advice. 
Actually it isn’t. 
It might 
even save wear and tear on your b est 
furniture. 


Your b ab y isn't just trying to b other 
you or attract your attention b y wanting 
to climb . 
His desire to climb is con­ 
nected with his need to get ready for 
standing and walking. 


It is perfectly natural and even neces­ 
sary for some b ab ies to climb soon after 
they learn to crawl. 
Sometimes, they 
learn to climb b efore they learn to walk. 
Generally, your b ab y will learn fairly 
quickly and easily. 
He m ay learn to 
climb b oth upstairs and down again with 
you standing b ehind him for safety. 
It’s 
prob ab ly b est, though, to let him work 
out his climb ing energy on something 
b eesides stairs, especially if you don't 
have a short stairway comprised of only 
two or three steps. 


Set aside a special armchair, sofa or 
b ed that the b ab y can regard as his 
own. 
Place a strong b ox, stool or tinv 
chair in front of this so he can climb 
on them with safety. 


This will help him and you. Once he’s 
familiar with his “ climb ing spot,” he’s 
less likely to try climb ing steep stair­ 
ways or in other dangerous places. 
It 
will also help keep him from climb ing 
on your good furniture. 


And to a b usy mother — and every 
mother is b usy when her b ab y b egins 
to crawl and climb — this saves nerves 
as well as work. 


When will your tot b egin to climb ? 
Well, as you well know, every case is 
different. Usually, however, a b ab y will 
begin som ewhere around the age of one 
y ear.
